SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of a certain 
street having been filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan Com¬ 
mission in accordance with Section 44, Chapter 174, of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, as 
amended by Section 3, Chapter 385, of the Acts of 1963 of 
the General Assembly of the State of Indiana (I.C. 18-7-5-46), 
the Thoroughfare Plan as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 
adopted by the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne on 
November 26, 1963, is amended by deleting the following street, 
to-wit:

Township 30 North, Range 13 East, Allen County, 
Indiana, more particularly described as follows, 
to-wit:

3. That the survey referred to in Paragraph 2 herein is in¬ 
tended to be a substitute for the survey of Zohrab K. Tazian,^ 
bearing Survey Number AB-169 dated June 14, 1971 and revised on 
February 19, 1979, which was attached to and made a part of the 
Second Amended Petition to Vacate a Portion of Pennsylvania Street 
The reason for said substitution is that the old survey contains 
an erroneous legal description. 

4. That your Petitioner desires to sell the above-described 
parcels of real estate to which it presently has legal title to 
Gordons Transports, Inc., but said real property is encumbered by 
the easement for street purposes (Pennsylvania Street). 

5. That part of the agreement between Petitioner and Gordons 
Transports, Inc. is that Petitioner shall vacate that portion of 
Pennsylvania Street as legally described as follows, to-wit:

9. That the maintenance of said portion of Pennsylvania Street 
sought to be vacated is not necessary or advantageous to the growth 
of the City of Fort Wayne and not in the best interest of the City or 
citizens thereof. 

10. That your Petitioner files this petition pursuant to the 
authority granted in Indiana Code, §18-7-5-46, in order to complete 
the vacation as above described.

12. That your Petitioner files this Third Amended Petition 
so as to correct the erroneous legal description contained in 
the survey in the Second Amended Petition to Vacate, which ulti¬ 
mately led to the passage of General Ordinance G-03-80 on February 
12, 1980, which said ordinance was signed into law by the Mayor 
of the City of Fort Wayne on February 19, 1980, all of which con¬ 
tained an erroneous legal description.
